ALLOWED AN HOUR. 

By unanimous consent, Tavenner 
was allowed one hour in which to ad- 
dress the House on the advisability of 
erecting a government plant for the 
manufacture of armor and ammuni- 
tion. 

He said that this government has 
been systematically held up for years 
by the Carnegie, Bethlehem and Mid- 
vale steel works who pooled their bids 
and charged the United States from 
20 per cent. to 60 per cent. more than 
the government could manufacture 
steel] armor for. He said that the 
profits of the Bethlehem Steel Works 
were so enormous from the manufac- 
ture of war products that an invest- 
ment of $40, made a year or 80 ago, 

would now bring $430. 

He said that $67 out of every $100 
of the income of the United States 
went to these firms and to the Dupont 
powder factory for war material. 

He made a savage attack upon the 
Navy League, stating that its mem- 
bership was largely made up of peo- 
ple in the business of what he called 
“war trafficking.”

SECURED BY CAPT. BOY-ED.

Ed, German naval attache, and of his colleague, Capt. Von Papen, 
Capt. Boy-Ed got a copy of a confidential report intended for Presi- 
dent Wilson and his naval advisers. The report had been compiled 
by some of the highest ranking officers of the navy and was confiden- 
tial and intended only for perusal by the President and Certain other 
officials of the government. 

This became known today by secret agents in this city both of 
the British and French governments, who were partly responsible for 
divulging this breach of diplomatic usage to the administration offi- 
cials in Washington. : 

Capt. Boy-Ed managed to get a copy of the report even before 
the original had reached President Wilson. That the leak was dis- 
covered was due not to Boy-Ed or any of his official colleagues but 
by an American who was employed in a confidential capacity by 
the German naval officer. The knowledge that Boy-Ed had this docu- 
ment, which he realized was of such great importance to his own gov- 
ernment, put the patriotism of the young American to a severe test. 
He quiety left Boy-Ed’s office and telephoned a man whom he knew 
to be in a position to reach President Wilson. He told the man that 
Boy-Ed had got a copy of the naval report. This man immediately 
story of what had happened to President Wilson. 

When Boy-Ed found out that his confidential secretary had com- 
municated what he (Boy-Ed) considered the most important secret 
in his possession to the Washington authorities, it was with difficulty 
that he restrained himself.

Venetian Art Treasures Pro- 
tected from Bombs. 


Canal Looks Like 
Navy Yard. 


Sand Bags Piled Around 
Palaces and Statues.

VENICE, Dec. 2.— War has brought 
some strange changes and vicissitudes 
to this wonderful old storehouse of 
art, the greatest probably in all Bu- 
rope, how in the heart of the war zone 
and in a state of siege. With bomb 
and the enemy 
trontier only thirty miles away, the‘ 
Grand Canal looks today like a vast 
navy yard and, the whole city has 
taken on a warlike aspect of prepara- 
tion and detense. Three huge war- 
ships, one a areadnayght, swing in 
the Grand Canai just orf the arsenal 
on the left. They were puffing black 
smoke and thelr grey hulis . were 
crowded with sallors. A destroyer 
Was near by ready to dart out for 
Austrian submarines. Rising from the 
arsenal was a huge captive balloon, 
on the wacch for enemy aeroplanes. 
It was not 4 long, sleek dirigible like 
a Zeppelin, but a lunglike craft, 
hanging at an angle, with a lobe as a 
rudder, and the military observer in 
a hanging basket twenty feet below. 
At the same time two Italian mono- 
Planes took flight from St. George's 
Island, circling over the canals and 
quays. There was no siren alarm 
from the arsenal, so that people knew 
that they were friendly aircraft on the 
watch fer the enemy. 

CAMPANILE PROTECTED. 

Turning to the famous Campanile 
and the Square of San Marco, every- 
thing has taken on the grim visage of 
war. The Campaniie, one of the 
architectaral wonders of the world, 


was piled with sand bags reaching} 
thirty feet high around the base—a 


protective armor against bombs. A 
great wooden rack nad been built to 
hold the sand bags and they made a 
solid wall twenty teet thick around 
this precious monument. 

An of the famous bronzes and 
marble reliefs were shut off from view 
by the armor of sand bags; but the 
great beli tower rose above the sand 
bags, 825 feet, still an open mark for 
bombs, The Campanile, usually open: 
to visitors, is now rigidly closed and

The beautiful building, ranking with 


DISCORD IN DREXEL HOME

All the movable contents of the 
Doges Palace—the great collection of 
paintings—have been taken to Flor- 
ence and other points far enough 
away from the frontier to be out of 
reach of aeroplanes. But some of 
the best paintings by Titian, Tintoret- 
to and Paul veronese are on the ceil- 
ings and side wai: and cannot be re- 
moved. The splendid cathedral win- 
dows under the grand council 
chamber of the Doges are boarded 
up without an outside sheeting of 
canvas. As a whole, the structure 
looks more like a fortress than one 
of the art monuments of the world. 

The church of San Marco, next to 
the Campanile and the Doges Palace 
in importance and beauty, is simi- 
larly stripped like a battleship ready 
for action. The four bronze horses 
of heroic size standing above the main 
entrance have been taken down and 
are removed far from the frontier. 

The Byzantine front of San Marco’s 
Church has been given a defensive 
armor of heavy timbers, protecting 
the corners, pinnacles and domes. 
The movable pictures and mosaics of 
the interior have been removed, but 
here, as in the Doges Palace, many 
of the finest art works are on ceilings 
and sidewalls and must stay to take 
the chances of bomb raida.- 

The Plaza of San Marco, which is 
the center of life and gaiety in peace 
time, is now aimost deserted, and at 

ght is shroudea in darkness. At 5 
p. m. every winow and store front is 
heavily curtamea and for two min- 
utes every electric light in the city is 
extinguished wulle people stand in 
awe and darkness—a warning to keep 
everything snrouded and that the city 
light plant may be extinguished at 
any moment 

The Rridge cf Sighs, which crosses 
one of the cunals flanking the Doges 
Palace, also gives evidence of the 
war, as Red Crogs flags are hanging 
from its windows, and one of the 
principal Red Cross hospitals is in the 
old prison to which tne Bridge of 
Sighs leada.

MUNICH, Dec. 15 (via London.) 
The Neueste Nachrichten declares 
that the American note to the Austro- 
Hungarian government on the sink- 
ing of the steamer Ancona has sur- 
prised Germany extraordinarily,® not 
only because of its severe tone, but 
on account of its “inharmonious con- 
tents.” 

The note admits, says the paper, 
that the steamer attempted to escape 
from an Austrian submarine; that the 
initial shots purposely were not aimed 
at the Ancona, but were only fired as 
a warning and that the real bom- 
bardment began when the boat at- 
tempted to flee.” 

Yet, nevertheless, the note claims 
that the Ancona seemingly offered no 
opposition, 

“According to this,” continues the 
paper, “the note contradicts itself, for 
the steamer was torpedoed because 
she tried to escape, but did not at- 
tempt to flee because she was bom- 


barded. The torpedoing occurred aft- 
er a time leeway, regarding which we 
are not in a position to render a ver- 
dict, but which in any event was 
great enough to permit the sa of 
a majority of the passengers. e 
American government simply con- 
siders that the lives of American cit- 
izens were lost by the torpedoing of 
the vessel.” 

The Neueste Nachrichten points 
out that the United States is dealing 
with a separate sovereign state, which 
is not affected by any agreement 
reached between the United States 
and some other country and advises 
that first efforts should be directed 
toward concluding such an under-. 
standing. 

“When the United States talks 
about good relations between them- 
selves and the monarchy,” says the 
editorial, one expects to see an ex- 
emplification of these good relations 
in a mutual exchange of opinion, and 
not a mere reference to agreements 
with another nation, as if no value 
was attached to a similar understand- 
ing with Austria-Hungary. Such an 
exchange of opinion has so far been 
wholly lacking.”

The nachrichten then refers 
lengthily to the difficulty of free in- 
tercourse between Vienna and Wash- 
ington and the fact that Austria has 
no Ambassador in the United States, 
adding:

“The situation as regards cotton 
waste is similar to the situation as 
regards cotton. Germany and Austrie

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“Employment in the German cotton 
spinning mills has fallen off very 
much in consequence of the official 
regulations. Yarns are no longer de- 
livered except to purchasers who can 
prove that they will be used for the 
carrying out of army contracts, and 
as such orders are not on a very great 
scale business is stagnant. Deliveries 
are kept within the narrowest limits, 
and there have been very few new 
bargains during the last few months. 
Business in imitation and fancy yarns 
igs rather more active, as it is also 
in the mills which produce two-cylin- 
der yarn, because these businesses can 
use the various kinds of cotton waste 
the employment of which is permitted 
by the regulations. A large number, 
however, of cotton, cotton waste, and 
also ‘imitation’ mills have preferred to 
stop work. 
“The position in the German cotton 
weaving industry has been unfavor- 
able during the past three months. 
Production for nonmilitary require- 
ments is, with comparatively few ex- 
ceptions, forbidden. Orders for the 
military authorities were only of mod- 
erate extent in August and Septem- 
ber. It was only during October that 
blanket business became more ac- 
tive. Almost the whole existing stocks 
of cotton blankets were taken up by 
the military authorities, and new or- 
ders were given. There is also a 
strong demand at present for -sand- 
bag materials. Many concerns have 
devoted themselves to this business, 
and are employing in it most of their 
spindles. The busiest concerns are those 
which produce bandages and hospital 
requisites, many of them being sup- 
plied with orders until next spring.”

MAKES PASSPORTS 
HARDER TO GET. 


MISUSE ADOPTED BY 
GOVERNMENT.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 


American passports were announced 


by the State Department today under 
an executive order issued by President 
Wilson. New and stringent regula- 
tions have been imposed and to en- 
force them there will be established 
immediately in New York a specia! 
bureau, a department directed from 
Washington by Counselor Polk. 

This is the first step taken by the 
State Department in line with the 
agreement reached at the recent con- 
ference of Cabinet officers to extend 
and co-ordinate the efforts of all 
branches of the government to pre- 
vent or punish violations of neutrality. 

Inspectors of the new bureau at 
New York will examine personally 
the passports of every person leaving 
that port for foreign territory. To 
facilitate their work, the new regula- 
tions require applications to be filed 
in duplicate at the State Department 
five days prior to sailing, accompanied 
by the applicant's photograph and a 
statement of the expected date of 
ealline, port of departure and name 
of the steamer. 

Photographs of each applicant will 
he forwarded to the proposed port of 
departure for use of government 
agents in identifying passport holders 
as they go aboerd shines.

Emperor Kuang ry he was admit- 
ted to the rank of a hereditary prince 
of the first order. Many of his sons 
and daughters have into the 
royal family. 
POWERFUL FAMILY TIBS.. 

In Manchu circles, therefore, Prince 
Ching is a person of very great con- 
Sequence on the ground of family 
ties alone. In addition he is exceed- 
ingly wealthy and for many years was 
the most powerful minister in Pe- 
king. In April, 1884, he became presi- 
Gent of the Tsungli Yamen, the old 
Board of Foreign Affairs, and in that 
capacity his name is assocjated with 
many of the outstanding events of 
China’s recent history. 

There was, in fact, a period of many 
years when practically nothing could 
be done withou: Prince Ching’s cog- 
nizance and help, When his front door 
was a market place at which appoint- 
ments, promotions and concessions 
were bought and sold, when his favor 
was the passport that opened the most 
intimate and closely-guarded portals, 
when his frown meant ruin to the 
most elaborate schemes. And now, 
after a period of retirement and com- 
Parative un importance, he re-emerges 
to “put through” what may well 
prove to Be the leat big deal of 


ABDICATION TERMS. 


The terms on which the Manchus 
abdicated, the “favorable treatment” 
agreement that Prince Ching is going 
to revise, included a stipulation that 
after abdication the Emperor should 
be allowed to retain his title and 
should receive from the republic the 
respect due to a foreign sovereign. 
Article 2 arranged that the throne 


should receive from 


the reput e an 
annuity of taels 4,000,000 ($5,600,000 
Mexican) until the establishment of 
a new currency, when the sum should 
be $4,000,000 (Mexican.) 
3 the peror was to 
to reside temporarily in the imperial 
palace, but was later to remove to 
the Eho, Park, retaining 
guard at the same strength as hither- 
to. Other articles allowed him to 
continue to perform the religious 
ritual connected with the imperial an- 
cestral temples and mausolea, which 
were to be protected by guards pro- 
vided by the republic; to retain, his 
retinue as hitherto, appointing, how- 
ever, no more eunuchs; to enjoy pos- 
session of his private property under 
the republic’s protection and to re- 
tain the imperial guards, which, how- 
ever, were to be placed under the 
control of the Department of War. 


The imperial clansmen were to re- 
tain their titles and pri property, 
enjoy public and private rights on a 
footing of equality with all other cit- 
izens and be exempt from military 
service, similar terms being agreed 
to as regards Manchus, Mongols, Mo- 
hammedans and Tibetans. Impover- 
ished princes and dukes were to be 
provided with means of livelihood, 
while provision was also to be made 
for the Eight Banners, or professional! 
ancient soldiers, who were henceforth 
to be free in respect to trade and resi- 
dence. The term “favorable” was 
amply justified considering all the 
circumstances of the moment at which 
the agreement was drawn up. 

To Prince Ching, however, the duty 
of negotiating for its revision will he 
a task rich in opportunities, especially 
as the imperial seal appears to be a 
sine qua non of a revival of monarchy. 
In the eyes of Europeans, the im- 
portance attached to the seal appears 
amusingly exaggerated; to the Chinese, 
on the other hand, formalism is every- 
thing and it is of the essence of the 
present situation that the edicts in 
which the Manchus announced their 
abdiction delegated to Yuan Shi Kai 
authority to “organize with full 
powers a provisional republican gov- 
ernment.” Theoretically, therefore, as 
long as the Manchus retain the seal 
they retain the source and symbo! of 
‘he authority which they allowed 
Yuan Shi Kal to use.

Ackerman says he hopes never to 
hear the report of a gun again as long 
as he lives.

As Unconstitutional. 


STATE MEDICAL BOARD'S 
METHODS ARE ATTACKED. 


TTACKING as unconstitutional 
the methods of the State Board 
of Medical Examiners in as- 

suming judicial functions—that is, 
trying, deciding and punishing a 
practitioner after its own investigators 
have supplied the evidence—Attorneys 
Ford and Hammon and D. H. Lauber- 
sheimer started something yesterday, 
when they filed a petition for a writ 
of prohibition restraining the board 
from proceeding with the trial of Dr. 
Conrad H. Czarro, a Los Angeles 
physician. | 

Because the board had set the trial 
for yesterday morning at Kramer's 
Academy, No. 932 South Grand ave- 
nue, the petition obtained a quick 
hearing, but when it was presented to 
Judge Hewitt, Attorneys Ward and 
Nimmo, representing the board, asked 
for a continuance which was not op- 
posed by the other side, particuleriy 
after it was learned the board had 
transferred the trial of Dr. Czarro to 
Sacramento January 11. next. This 
move, Dr. Czarro declares, was made 
for the purpose of compelling him to 
make a useless trip. 

The court continued in effect the 
alternative writ issued which had tied 
up the actions of the boar i and m- 
duced, it is stated, the quick move to 
transfer the scene of the trial to the 
Governor's home town.

| in Europe for many years. Peace has been 


only a period of preparation for war. High- 
ways were built for military purposes, rail- 
roads were planned to transport armies; 
ships of commerce were so constructed that 
they could be converted quickly into cruls- 
ers or transports. 

Each nation assumed that {it must ultt- 
mately contend for its existence, and to do 
it, must fight. “It reserved the right,” said 
Darwin P. Kingsley, at the annual banquet 
of the New York Chamber of Commerce, “to 
take the last dollar of its subjects and to 
demand the sacrifice of their lives as well.” 
The favorite phrase of sovereignty is: “In 
defense of our liberties and our soil we will 
fight to the last man.“ 

“Behind that sentiment,” said Mr. Kings- 
ley, “and in obedience to its necessities, the 
prejudices, the provincialisms, the miscon- 
ceptions, the hates, the fears and the am- 
bitions that so bitterly divide nations were 
born. On the ist of August, 1914, they had 
grown to uncontrollable proportions.” | 

Add to these conditions the fact that we 
are living in an age of electricity, when the 
impalpable and imponderable. ether, once a 
dead wall, has become a shining highway 
through infinite space, when the spoken 
word is seized by a messenger whose speed 
and orbit far outreach the imagination, and 
the conclusion is inevitable—in such an age, 
and in a world so small, a civilization based 
on eight great aggressive, unyielding, un- 
conditioned sovereignties was no more pos- 
sible without war than that two solid bodies 
should otecupy the same space at the same 
time under the law of physics. 
che ordinary causes of war in the eastern 
hemisphere had decreased on August 1. 
1914, but the hope which that fact held out 
to the world proved to be a false hope. 


| In the impact of unyielding sovereignties, 
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the great war is that never 
history of man's evolution 


had 
proached common standards. His dress 
much the same over most of the Christian 
world, and this uniformity had even made 


adopted the same code of laws, and followed 
the same social usages. He was kindly and 
merciful. His vision reached far beyond 
the borders of his own land, and he fostered 
the various instrumentalities that promised 
to bring all peoples together. 3 

“But,” says Mr. Kingsley, “while men 
grew in international sympathy, sovereign- 
ties did not.” 

Men dropped their prejudices; govern- 
ments did not. The rigid barriers which 
geographically delimit nations became more 
rigid and more unyielding as individual 
knowledge grew and common sympathy 
spread. The light that penetrated to the 
individual] and banished his bigotry could 
not penetrate national barriers as such. Its 
effect indeed was not to banish the dark- 
ness, but to cast deeper shadows, The con- 
dition that made men gentle made nations 

rah; the impulse that drew the peoples 
of world together drove sovereignties 
apart. The movement which foreshadowed 
a democratic world, and the brotherhood of 
man, meant the end of the existing interna- 
tional order, and severeignty instinctively 
knew and feared that. , 

Said Mr. Kingsley in his wonderfully able 
and exhaustive speech: 

“The units of humanity became homo 
geneous; the units of civilization, the great 
sovereignties, did not. Here were two irre 
concilable conditions. Sovereignties were 
in desperate straits. Each, menaced by 
every other, assumed that its integrity must 
be preserved at any cost. None was able 
to change its point of view; none was per- 
mitted to qualify its attitude toward other 
sovereignties, because feared, as 
Shakespeare puts it, that 
To show less sovereignty than they, 
must need appear less King-like.’ 3 

“No sovereignty except that of Germany 
saw, fully, what this meant. Germany saw 
it long ago. Sovereignty from the begin- 
ning meant ultimate worlddominion by 
some nation. It could mean nothing less.” 

This explains why the splendidly efficient 
machines of modern civilization, moving 
from the standpoint of the individual, co- 
operatively, happily and helpfully under the 
guidance of powerfully advancing human 
sympathy, were, on the ist of August, 1914, 
suddenly swerved by the savagery of unreg- 
ulated internationality and sent crashing 
into each other. How complete the ruin of 
that collision no one can yet tell. What 
was destroyed is not yet clear. Was it 
democracy or was it the rule of emperors 
and kings? The ultimate destruction of one 
or the ohter is probable. World peace is 
possible under either, but not under both. 
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TAKING HIM TOO SERIOUSLY. 

The Chicago Medical Society has de- 
cided to drop the name of a doctor who has 
written articles on the death of an infant. 
The society does not mind the death of the 
child, but deplores the doctor’s lack of eth- 
les. The public would not mind the viola- 
tion of ethics, providing the man was writ- 
ing anything that really enlightened the 
people.

Some of the gentlemen who are opposing 


any change of the tariff previsions, and 


who are especially insistent on retaining 
the free sugar clause which becomes effect- 
ive next spring, have proposed a sort of 
compromise measure In the shape of a direct 
tax on sugar, whether imported or do- 
mestic. They figure out that the amount 
thus collected would greatly exceed the 
$50,000,000 total of the sugar duties, that 
the money could easily be collected at the 
source—that is, from the consumer—and 
that the small tax—say half a cent a 
pound—would not be burdensome to any- 
one. 
It will be interesting to note the recep- 
tion given the proposition at Washington, 
especially in view of the fact that many 
Democrats from the first have been against 
free sugar and desirous of maintaining pro- 
tection for the sugar-growing industry. But 
internal revenue taxation has always been 
a favorite idea with Democratic statesmen. 
There is no doubt that large sums of 
money can be raised by a comparatively 
small tax on various articles. Ample ent- 
dence on this point is supplied by the fact 
that one company manufacturing chewing 
gum pays $800,000 annually for the revenue 
stamps used in its business, and this is only 
a sample. There are hundreds of articles 
that might be taxed in the same way, put- 
ting Uncle Sam on Easy street. But no 
one needs to be told that taxes of this kind 
have never been popular with the American 
people. They are taxes on consumption, 
and they affect directly the cost of living. 
And did not the Democrats get into power 
at Washington by promising to reduce the 
cost of living? Have they reduced ft? it 
so, where?
